No. Medical Council of India 34(41)/2912-Med./i31318.- In exercise of powers confer** by 
Action '-13 of the Indian Medial Council Act.. 1956 (102 of 195t>), me Meaicai t-ouncu oi mdia 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes drefollowmg regulations 
to further amend the "Establishment of Medical College Regulations, 1999' namely:- 

1 . (i) These regulations may be called the "Establishment of Medical College 

Regulations, (AB'endment), 2012". 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date of their publication m the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the"Establishment of Medical College Regulations, iv99 , the following adoinons/ 
modifications / deletions/ substitutions,, shall be as indicated therein.- 

In the Definition, the following shall be added after point number 

"appropriate Government" means in res P ect ° f 

es^blishmen^nstnimentalities/agencies/undertaking under the control of Centra 

Government, the Central Government, and in all otner cases, the Sa 
Government" 

In Clause 2(5) under the heading "QUALIFYING CRITERIA", the following shall be 
addeci after the last paragraph:- 

"Provided that any agency or ii^rumentality of appropriate Government desirous 
of establishing a Medical College may be permitted to utilize the facilities of the 
Hospital owned and managed by appropriate Government oy entering into 
Memorandum of Understanding for this purpose. 

In Clause 2(2) under the heading "QUALIFYING CRITERIA", the following shall be 
substituted for the first and second paragraph as under.:- 

" Provided that in urban agglomerations/cities having population of 25 (twenty five) 
lakhs or more, namely, Delhi, Jaipur, Kanpur Lucknow, Kolkata, Ahm-dabai 
Surat, Greater Mumbai, Pune, Hyderabad, Bangalore and Chennai, accordmg to the 
Census of India, 2011 conducted by Government or Inu.a, tne permissmte FrtIVFSI 
shaii be the criterion for allowing the medica. omeges provme 
UP area required for adequate infrastructure including medica. cohege hospn-l 
hostels, residential quarters, and other infrastructure required as per Minim 
Standard Requirement Regulations is made available m an area of no. le.-b th_n 
10 acres based upon the permissible TAK/FSI allowed by the competent authority.
